Transplanting Muiclei. 


The wonders of surgery will, it seems, 


never cease. Among the most important 
achievements is the transplanting of 
muscles. This has been successfully 
done in the case of a patient who had 
for half a lifetime been unable tovnse 
one leg on account of paralysis occur- 
ring in early childhood. The operation 
is thus described: "A six inch longi- 
tudinal incision is made on the inner 
Bide of the thigh, with the middle op- 
posite the top of the patella. The earto- 
rius is dissected out, cut off ' at its in- 
sertion, brought forward and attached 
to the muscular fascia just above and a 
little to the inner side of the patella. 


''The attachment must be made firmly ROOMS 


by splitting the fascia and drawing the 
muscle through, so that it becomes ad- 
herent to both inner and outer surfacea 
Kangaroo tendon is used for sutures, 
being the best material. The wound is 
tfien* closed, WiSd th'e whole thigh is 
bandaged, and finally a plaster of paris 
bandage, or a long splint, is applied. 
The patient is kept recumbent for two 
weeks at least, gentle motion is com- 
menced at the end of three weeks, and 
the plaster is entirely omitted at the 
end of from five to six weeks. This op- 
eration has been performed several times 
with great success, the only failures oc- 
curring where the muscles were imper- 
fectly attached. This state of things 
was entirely remedied, however, in the 
later operations.''—New York Ledger.

Guatemala* 


Guatemala might easily sustain ten 


times its present population. The soil is 
rich and easily cultivated, and, unlike 
the other Central American republics, 
there is plenty of labor. 
Some parts of 


the country are quite thickly populated, 
but the others nre covered with dense 
forests and a variety of timber, which 
might be easily made marketable if 
means of transportation were provided. 
But, 
although Guatemala 
is much 


farther advanced than the rest of "Cen- 
tral America, her railway system does 
not exceed 250 miles; there is no inter- 
nal navigation, and the wagon roads aro 
in a deplorable condition. The mineral 
wealth of the country is supjwsed to be 
large, but it is only slightly developed. 
The mines are inaccessible, and, in the 
absence of modern machinery, which at 
present cannot be conveyed to thorn, 
cannot be worked with profit. 


The government offers generous in- 


ducements to immigrants. 
The land 


laws are liberal, and efforts have been 
made from time to time to secure the 
establishment of colonies and the pre- 
emption of public lands by private set- 
tlers. 
But all the accessible area is nt 


present ociuipied, and no foreigner can 
expect to prosper in Guatemala unless he 
has abundant capital which will enable 
him to purchase at high prices planta- 
tions already developed.—Forum.

»nd Thunder of Battle. 


A warhorse is broken to be steady 


under fire by tying ropes to his legs. 
While the animal is down on the ground 
the officer takes a pistol and fires it' 
close to his ear. Then in rapid order ha 
fires the weapon over his back, under 
his neck, between his legs, anywhere 
"that an opening presents itself during 
the horse's futile struggles. Not until 
he sinks back exhausted, all a-tremble 
and showing the whites of his eyes, does 
the pistol practice cease. 


After two or three lessons of this kind 


it is considered safe to mount him with 
a bridle furnished with a curb bit. Up 
to this time "the horse has never felt a 
curb. The light snaffle is still retained, 
and the curb bridle is only given a gen- 
tle pressure at first, just enough to let 
•him know that it is there. Gradually 
the strength of the pull is increased, 
and with this safeguard the horse is 
taught to stand fire from his rider's pis- 
tol or carbine. 


In carbine practice the horse must be 


thoroughly broken, as both hands are 
required in using this weapon, whereas 
with the pistol the rider may retain the 
bridle with one hand. 


Then comes saber practice, and that 


is another trial to the horse. Again ia 
he thrown to the ground, and he proba- 
bly can't understand why he, should 
have to suffer this indignity all over 
again, for he has learned that lesson 
very well. But when the bright blade 
of the saber, with quick thrusts flash- 
ing before his eyes and cutting the air 
in close proximity to his ears, appears 
to him he is again terror stricken. 


But the lesson he has learned from 


the smell of gunpowder stands him in 
good stead, and he soon gets over hia 
fear And oven with a man on his back 
and another mounted upon a seasonee! 
horse coming at him with saber raised 
in the air or slashing left and right ho 
knows that it is all a part of his educa- 
tion and something to be expected. So 
he stands his ground or cavorts about 
the other horse while the two troopers 
indulge in their saber practice.—New 
York World.
